THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT 


By H. G. L. Strange, Director ef 
“Crop Testing Plan” 


“My farm is in an area where good 
rainfall is none too sure, and now 
and again we have a crop failure be. 
cause of drought. ‘There is no chance 
on my place of making a dam or ot 
providing: irrigation. If I could only 
find some way of growing each year 
enough grain for seed and feed, I be- 
lieve I could get along.” 

This is a statement which I have 
frequently heard from farmers during 
the recent drought years; but there 
is a plan which I have often suggested 
for use in drought areas that I have 
tried myself, and which works well, 

I recommend a certain number of 
acres each year to ba double summer- 
allowed, This means that the field 
set aside will be kept in summerfal- 
low or black without producing a 
crop, for two years instead of the 
one year usual for summerfallow, 
In his ‘way two whole years of rain- 
fall will be accumulated and «under 
the worst conditions of drought I 
have found that a fair and usually 
a good crop is harvested, 

The loss of a few acres for one 
year is a splendid insurance for the 
seed and feed supply that so many 
farmers are worried about.

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Canada and the Next War 


If there are two questions more than any others more frequently on 
the lips or in the background of the minds of the great majority of Cana- 
dians, and have been since the crisis of September 1938, they are these: 
“When is the next big war likely to break out?” and “When it does, will 
Canada be in it?” 

The first question presupposes the opinion that sooner or later—and 
Generally sooner—an outbreak of hostilities on a large scale is inevitable. 
Certainly if a poll of the nation could be taken the consensus of opinion

United States Reduces Accidental 
Deaths In 1938 

The United States sliced accidental 
deaths to 10,200 from 1937, and the 
greatest improvement ever recorded 
in a single year, the. National Safety 
Council announced. The provisional 
figure was the lowest since 1933. 
Accident prevention programmes 
were successful everywhere except 
in the home. For the first time in a 
decade home accidents exceeded the 
nation’s traffic deaths, 

The council said home accidents ifi- 
creased two per cent. from 32,000 in 
19387 to 32,500 last year, while traffic 
fatalities dropped 19 per cent. from 
89,643 in 1937 to 32,000 during 1938. 
This represented a saving of ‘7,640 
lives. 

“The traffic death decline was not 
due to less travel for motor vehicle 
mileage was as great in 1938 as the 
year before,” the council explained. 

Only 35 persons were killed last 
year in accidents involving scheduled 
domestic air flights compared with 
57 in 1937, a 33 per cent. reduction. 
Passenger deaths totalled 25, a rate 
of four deaths per 100,000,000 pas- 
senger miles,

this view appears to have crystallized more firmly since the Munich pact 
was. signed. 

The great majority of the people of this country hope, of course, that 
there will be no major conflict in which Canada may or may not become 
involved, but as the trend of European events and policies since the Munich 
pact unfold themselves, hope wears thin and yields to dubiety and in turn 
gives place to unwelcome certainty in the minds of many. 

With this state of belief prevailing the natural question in sequence is 
“when?” and this is a question which must await for an answer upon events 
yet to come and the results of policies which are now being pursued by 
the nations of the world, and others which may be devised and put into 
effect in the immediate future, In the light of the many unknown factors 
involved it would take more than a prophet to givo an accurate and re- 
liable answer to the question. D

An Unstable Factor 

If the first question must go unanswered, it appears almost as difficult 
to give an unequivocal reply to the other query: “Will Canada be a partici- 
pant in the next general war?” 

It may be stated without fear of contradiction that the majority of 
the people of this country do not want to participate in any war in which 
they would adopt the role of aggression, nor are they anxious to have to take 
up arms as a defensive measure, but in the latter case there may be no 
choice in the matter. Circumstances, over which this country has no con- 
trol, might easily arise in a general conflagration, which would force the 
issue, so far as Canada is concerned. This is a contingency which cannot 
be overlooked when this question is canvassed. 

Apart altogether from such questions as expediency, necessity or even 
moral obligation, the matter of popular sentiment is an important factor 
in deciding whether or not a country shall take up arms or in the alterna- 
tive make concessions to the extent perhaps of great sacrifices to preserve 
the peace. In an algebraic equation X may be an unknown quantity but 
it is a stable one. Popular sentiment is not only sometimes an unmeasured 
yardstick but it is a variable one and subject at times to overnight change. 

That this is true is shown in comparatively receni public opinion sur- 
veys made by the magazine “Fortune” in the United States, on the ques- 
tion whether in the opinion of the people of that country they would be 
involved in a foreign war. The answer was “yes'’ by a two to one major- 
ity in a survey made in January whereas by more than two to one a similar 
question was answered in the negative in a survey made before the Peace 
of Munich. 

More significantly illustrative of the change in public opinion in a few 
months is the answer to the question in Fortune's January survey: “Should 
the democratic powers, including the U.S., now stand firm together at any 
cost to prevent Hitler or Mussolini from taking any more territory at the 
expense of other nations?” The poll, regarded as an accurate cross sections 
of opinion, registered the following result: Yes, 56.8 per cent.; No, 31.0 per 
cent,; don’t know, 12.7 per cent. 

* 
Reasonable Defence Mcasures 

It undoubtedly affords Canadians a good deal of satisfaction to know, 
too, that public opinion in the United States strongly supports the com- 
paratively recent utterances of some of their public leaders to the effect 
that they would not stand idly on the side lines if Canada were attacked by 
foreign aggressors, This, also was demonstrated in Fortune's January sur- 
vey when 73.1 per cent. of opinion canvassed expressed willingness to take 
up arms to protect Canada from invasion, 

Canada was a long way from the theatre of war in the 1914-18 con- 
flict, but in another conflict it is quite possible that warfare might be car- 
ried to the soil of this country. In such an event it would surely be humili- 
ating to the people of this country if they had to rely entirely upon the 
friendly feeling of a gocd and powerful neighbor without being able to 
strike a blow in their own defence, because they had no means of doing so. 

With the world situation as it is to-day and the gloomy outlook over- 
seas it would scem the part of wisdom for Canada to strengthen her de- 
fences forces to at least a reasonable extent.

The other day a man tied a 
tag to a dollar bill and mailed it all 
the way across the United States. 
And just recently the Italian consul 
in Winnipeg received nine pounds of 
live snails from his home town in 
Northern Italy! 

That, as an illustration of what 
the modern Mercury of a Postal Ser- 
vice can undertake to deliver, just 
about wins the prize.

Amsterdam is Building Large Place Improvement In Sale Of Ice Cream! Sent Premier Chamberlain Gift In

The largest man-made boat course 
in the world; parking space for 50,- 
000 bicycles; recreational facilities 
for 75,000 people at a time; two 
emergency airplane landing fields— 
these are some of the features of 
Amsterdam's nascent Boschplan, 4 
$10,000,000 public park which, when 
completed will be as large as Eng- 
land's Hyde Park and Kensington 
Gardens together, Work has al- 
ready begun on the Boschplan, just 
south of the city. It is a large-scale 
undertaking in a small-scale nation. 

The idea of a large public park to 
serve an expanding Amsterdam, 
which has trebled its population over 
60 years, was first conceived in 1928. 
In 1933 work had begun, 

The most thoroughly Dutch fea- 
ture of the Boschplan, perhaps, is 
that its 2,200 acres lie at an aver- 
age of 13 fect below sea level. Form- 
erly the bottom of an inland sea, this 
reclaimed area, called a polder, has 
offered several difficult problems to 
the landscape architects. 

In the first place, the water-level 
of the projected park region was too 
high to allow the growth of trees. 
Thanks to hydraulic engineering the 
water-level was lowered and the diffi- 
culty overcome. 

But another problem was not &% 
simple. The parkmakers wanted to 
have about a thousand acres of 
woodland—almost half the park—in 
the completed project. Five years 
ago there were perhaps two hundred 
trees in the entire Boschplan site. 
The botanists and foresters were call- 
ed in. They were asked to circum- 
vent nature’s decree that forests take 
centuries to grow. A schedule of 
yearly plantings was mapped out. In 
another 50 years this barren polder- 
land will be covered with trees. 

It will take a few years before the 
construction program of the Bosch- 
plan is completed. Among the fea- 


| tures which must still be added are: 


an open air theatre, a youth hostel, 
a bird sanctuary, a sunbathing 
meadow, an ornamental garden, a 
maze, a games field, an artificial lake 
and an arboretum. 

It may be considered typical of 
Dutch economy that the deer park 
will be one of the emergency land- 
ing fields and a stretch of pasture 
land will be the other. These air- 
plane fields are to be included in the 
park because of the proximity of the 
Netherlands’ largest and most mod- 
ern airport, Schiphol, which adjoins 
it. 

The most popular part of the 
Boschplan will probably be the Big 
Pond, East winds should guarantee 
splendid sailing here from May to 
October. And during winters as 
severe as 1928-29 and 1938-39 thou- 
sands upon thousands of the eight 
hundred thousand people living in 
Amsterdam can ice-skate here. 

The park is easily accessible. From 
the centre of Amsterdam one can 
reach the Boschplan in 15 minutes 
by trolley and bus.

Columbia is taking an energy of 
10,000,000 electron volts as ‘fuel’ 
and getting back 200,000,000 electron 
volts. An electron volt is one volt 
in the smallest known electrical 
charge, the electron.

Ago, Preserved For Modern Eyes 

Last year an American archaeolog- 
ist found a blackberry and nut cake 
in an Iroquois grave. The archacolog- 
ist was excavating on the site of 
Canawaugus, a large Indian village 
which existed opposite Avon on the 
west bank of the Genesee river.
